Some few days ago, the writer received a preomptory order to "Write 
ano article for the bulletin--or else..et So I suppose I'll have to humor 
the old duck for once, 


_ How many.tiimes have you tuned for that distant DX only to have re- 
ception. comé in very weak most or all of the time? Haventt vou said to 
yourself "I wish there were one or two more tubes to this set". Here is 
a: chance to add that "one or two more tubes" at little cost compared to 
the results achieved. ; _ 


Several weeks ao, the writer tuned to 790 kc. in an endeavor to 
hear 4¥1i. It was heard--but so weak that I was on the wishing end for 
more tudes. I decided to quit-wishing and do something about it. New 

agparatus on the present set was out of the question. because added equip 
ment was sushing the present dover supply to the limit, even with the 
very efficient 835 as a rectifier tudo. 


Having an old but fairly efficient, discarded radio on harid, the 
plate wire from the detector tube was disconnected and a wire ‘run from 
the pate to the antenna post of my radio and both sets were tuzmed on. 
Results were surprising, to say the least. At tho extreme top of the 
dial, we find CJ.ic. on 540 ke. wy set was rather in=officient up theree 
CJaxti: was entirely Gahee Css ath this additional boost, CJHil was neard 
a good R6-. Other stations vere tuned in at various points and the vol- 
ume turned aliost Aoaien ele off. fhe same station,was then tuned in on 
the booster set, always with an almost LOO% increase in volume. 


This method is by far the ost simple and “inex pensive way to ach~ 
ieve the desired resultse Those wishing to try it may gbtain an old dis- 
arded radio at most any dealers’ store. Generally speaking the reason 
for aiscarding them is that.they have a burned out power su ly. By giv 

ing tne dealer the audio transformers and other parts not needed, he 
will fix the Rex. section so that it will operate properly. A new trans- 
former or other defective part is then secured. fen all is in readiness 
a connection is taken from the fate of the.detector tubeto a binding 
post. This post :is then connected throucn 4 suall fixed condenser, such 
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ag a ,QO01 or smaller, Girectl: to Sue wavenne post on your radio, It 
must be cememberes that a grouwid wire ust be connected to the cround 
post on voth sets to commlete vhe circuit, — 


. That-is. all there is to it. In cuse someone would like to try it 
out. but does not know just how to proceed, I will gladly send all the 
necessary information, such as the tyve of power transformer to get, or 
other necessary parts or wiring informations Return postage is all that 
is necessary. Tiis arrangement, by the way, will work with ANY radio 
set, as it is powered with an independent power-supply.
